Newnan, Ga., August 20.—To 
avenge a whipping given his daugh- 
ter, Jehn W. Minter told the police 
here tonight he shot and killed Mil- 
lard Trouton, his son-in-law, in the 
presence of his sons and sons-in-law 
after Trouton had been kidnaped from 
near his home by them. The father 
took all the blame for the killing, de- 
claring, the police said, the brutali- 
ties administered to his daughter had 
“preyed on his mind.” 

He told the police that he had sent 
five buiiets into Trouton’s body while 
members of his family held their kins- 
man in a woods near this place a 
fortnight ago. Later, with the as- 
sistahce of his sons and sons-in-law, 
be threw the body into a creek. About 
one week ago the body of Trouton 


was found floating in the shallow wa- 


ters of the stream. 

The confession, the police said, im- 
plicated all but one of Minter’s three 
sons and his three sons-in-law, to- 
gether with W. M. Feltman, whom 
the police said Minter told them, fiz- 
ured in the plot by consenting to go 
to Trouton’s home to get him to go 
for a walk for the purpose of allow- 
ing the Minters to kidnap him. 

Those who now are being held be- 
sides Feltman and the elder Minter 
are Ben, John, Jeff and Grady Min- 
ter, sons of John W. Minter; L. L. 
Goodrum, B. F. Welden and Claude 
Washington, sons-in-law. 

Freeman Exonerated. 

Ben Freeman, who is also being 
heid, was not implicated in Minter’s 
confession, the police said, it being 
contended Freeman joined Feltman 
while the latter was on his way to 
‘Trouten’s home to perform his decoy- 
jing mission. 

Other members of the party have 
also confessed to their part in the 
slaying, the police later announced. 

Trouton was charged by his father- 
tn-law sometime ago of wife-beating. 
He was committed to jail and served 
about eighteen days. After being re- 
leased he and his wife reconciled. A 
short time ago they again experienced 
domestic trouble, resulting in ‘her 
leaving him and going to make her

While realizing the existing condition of 
the exclusive wheat farmers of the great 
plains states, we find many reassuring facts 
in the wheat situation at the present time. 


The break in wheat price was based on 
July estimate of probable harvest. Since 
then the Canadian crop has deteriorated and 
promises a greatly reduced yield. 


Kansas, the leading wheat state, has a big 
corn crop in prospect, and will greatly re- 
duce its wheat acreage this fall. This means 
a better price for wheat carried over to 
next season. 


The spring wheat states have a larger 
acreage in corn this year. Minnesota’s big 
crop this season is not wheat, but corn.

_ —that wheat represents only about 6% of the total 

value of farm products.

form of flour, bran, millfeed, etc.

dependent upon the price of wheat sounds 


ridiculous. 
According to the July 1 estimate of the 


* United States Department of Agriculture, 
the 1923 crop of wheat was worth $6l,- 


SiS. 000 less than the same quantity was 
worth on J uly 1,1922. That doesn’t look 


so good. | 

Yet against this decline, corn, on the same 
basis, will develop $699,1 11 000 more > than 
last year. 


Force of habit seems to have kept a 
as a sentimental index, for today it repre- 
sents only about half the value of corn; while 
hogs, cattle, dairy products, poultry prod- 
ucts—each has risen to more than equal the 
value of the wheat crop; and the fruit crop 
is practically equal. 

In addition to these things, there are two 
other tremendously important items having 
to do with the wealth and prosperity of the 
country—namely, hay and cotton. 


Comparing prices of these two items with 
1913 prices, hay is97% and cotton 206%. Cotton 
alone should show in dollars an increase of 
more than five times the decline in wheat. 


Obviously, wheat as a controlling factor 
has diminished.

istead, Buchanan and Carpenter, 
Councilman Cassells, 
Reason for Opposition, 
Alderman Carpenter explained that 
he opposed the resolution “because it 


did not go far enough,” and said he 
believed council should not only with- 
hold its approval but should denounce 


the committee’s action in nouncertain. 


terms. He did not have an oppor- 
tunity, however, to get a vote on 
his own resolution. 

Introduction of the Carpenter reso- 
lution, followed closely by introduc- 
tion of the Couch-York substitute, 
precipitated a caustic exchange of 
words between Carpenter and Armis- 
tead, during which Armistead, speak- 
ing under the rule of personal privi- 
lege, accused Carpenter of “lining 
up with th® bootleggers and dope ped- 
dlers because hig son is representing 
them in court.” 

Carpenter sprang to his feet. and 
objected to the injection of his son 
into the debate. Alderman Bob Gor- 
don, presiding, sustained the objec- 
tion, despite Armistead’s heated dec+ 
laration that “I am speaking on a 
point of personal privilege and I'll 
say whatever I want to to show just 


why Carpenter takes every chance he |. 


can get to put in a mean rap against 
the police committee.” 

Alderman Carpenter, in support of 
his motion, declared that the police 
committee had acted in too big a 
hurry. 

“It should have suspended the of- 
ficer, put him under arrest and in- 
vestigated the case to the bottom,” he 
declared. “The committee’s action as 
an arm of council is a disgrace to 
council.” 

Armistead’s Position. 

Alderman Armistead explained that 
the police committee was holding an 
adjourned session Friday night from 
its regular Wednesday night meeting, 
to attend to routine business, when 
the Stigall shooting case came up. The 
shooting had occurred earlier in the 
evening. 

“We had then and there either to 
suspend Stigall or to exonerate him,” 
Alderman Armistead declared. 72 
knew and other members of the com- 
mittee knew that the three men whom 
he had shot had grudges againsg him, 
and I knew that they had threatened 
to ‘get -him’ one way er another. I 
knew that all the bootleggers and aope 
peddlers in town wanted to get rid of 
Stigall and his vice squad because 
they were doing their duty. All chree 
of these men, at one time or another, 
had been te my office to villify Stigall 
and’ other members of the police de- 
partment. 

“Under the circumstances I was 
glad that it had been Hames instead 
of Stigall who was shot and I still 
have nothing to regret and nothing to 
take back in the action we took. Had 
we suspended Stigall it would have 
been a serious reflection of guilt com- 
ing from his superiors. We voted to 
give him the benefit of the doubt.” 

Mr. Armistead stated that neither

which Stigall was exonerated. He 
said further that he, personally, had 
commended Stigall for his markman- 
ship. He explained further that the 
committee’s action was taken several 
hours before Hames’ death. 

Votes to Table. 

Fred C. Woodall, ene of the com- 
mitteemen who was absent, explained 
in voting to table the resolution, that

a prisoner, awaiting an orderly trial | 
according to the laws of Georgia, 
taken therefrom and “hanged and 
riddled with bullets.’ 

There is no error in the news dis- 
patches that a negro was taken from 
officers in Houston county, almost 
at the same hour, “by a mob of 
about seventy-five men,’ and hanged 
and riddled. 

Both of these men, whether guilty 
or not guilty of the crimes for 
which charged, were in the custody 
of constituted authorities when kid- 
naped and murdered, thereby de- 
stroying any extenuating plea of 
possible escape from legal justice.

And yet, while such is the mis- 
fortune of having an element, how- | 
ever small, of human beasts in any 
community to disturb and upset the 
peace and serenity of upright, law- 
abiding citizens, the further truth 
is that the overwhelming majority 
of the people of Georgia, in every 
section, rural and urban, are as 
militantly opposed to mob violence 
and night riding as is the most Se- 
date apostie of law among the puri- 
tan critics. 

All the more lamentable that any 
Situation shall exist in Georgia by 
which a few irresponsibles, as com- 
pared to the entire citizenship, shall 
be permitted to defile the whole in 
public appraisement, like the one 
drop of impurity may destroy the 
value of the full vessel of liquid. 

It is a grievous condition and it 
must be stopped. 

That the measure of a people’s 
greatness is their respect for law 
is an axiom as old as the civilization 
that is founded upon law and the 
integrity of constituted government. 

Governor Walker is to be com- 
mended for his firm pronouncement 
that every resource of the state 
would be employed to stamp these 
hyenas from the face of Georgia, 
and in the undertaking he should 
have the undivided cooperation of 
right-thinking, upstanding men and 
women of the state. 

Georgians are too good a people 
as a whole—too law-abiding and pa- 
triotic—to have this mob stigma 
hanging like a cloud of hate over 
their heads. The material welfare 
of Georgia is too great an issue, too 
valuable to the prosperity and con- 
tentment of our people and our pos- 
terity, to have it thus harassed and 
obstructed by minority elements of 
moral degenerates who, like skunks, 
befoul the atmosphere of every com- 
munity in which they reside. 

Civilization, founded upon the re- 
ligion of Christ and made secure by 
the sacrifices of our fathers, is too 
priceless a possession to have it 
menaced and threatened by men 
who make the law a mockery and 
the judiciary the debris of govern- 
ment wreckage. 

The conScience of Georgia must 
become aroused, militantly aroused, 
in rebellion against such arch-ene- 
mies of our government, and of the 
honor and integrity of our people. 

If it is necessary to call into serv- 
ice a volunteer army to stamp such 
marauders out of Georgia a solid 
phalanx of determined Georgians 
will fall into a line that will reach 
from the Blue Ridge to the Atlantic.

Not only is the popular habit 
of taking medicine which purport to 
build blood generally fruitless but in 
many cases it proves harmful, since 
valuable time is wasted while the use- 
less experiment is tried, and the dis- 
ease or poisoning goes on unrestrained 
meanwhile. 

In rare cases anemia is really due 
to abnormal restriction in the diet—a 
shortage of the iron ration—and in 
such cases no doubt iron in the form 
of medicine is quite as available and 
useful to the body as is iron in the 
form of ordinary food. 

I can mention only some of the nu- 
merous causes of anemia in children, 
in order to show the importance of a 
proper diagnosis in each case before 
anv treatment is undertaken.

New York, August 2U.—The cotton 


market continues acutely sensitive to 
the thermometer in Texas. High tem- 
peratures put it up and it reacts when 
rain is predicted. As no rains of real 
importance have fallen as yet it is 
impossible to say what it would do if 
we had a downpour. 

But while the crop in Texas has 
been suffering there has been some 
improvement in the Atlantic states 
where there is still a sprprising «b- 
sence of any outery about the boll 
weevil. This is in a measure ex- 
plained by Harvie Jordan, of the 
American Cotton association who 
made an address in New York last 
week in the course of which he esti- 
mated the South Carolina crop this 
season’at from 750,000 to 1,000,000 
bales, as against 517,000 bales last 
season. The increase, Mr, Jordan 
said, would be due to the successful 
fight against the boll weevil that the 
American Cotton association has made 
with the funds supplied by members 
of the New York Cotton exchange and 
others. 

As to the immediate future of the 
market, it seems unlikely to go much 
higher pending the issuance of the 
next government report. A very low 
condition figure is confidently ex- 
pected but the possibility of a sur- 
prise 1s realized and most traders 
are unwilling to take the great risk 
involved in “going over the bureau” 
either long or short. 

There is also a disposition to wait 
and see whether the market can with- 


a 


stand the impact of the increasingly 
hexvy receipts that are to be expected. 

Those who deal with spinners re- 
port that most of them are holding off 
in the expectation of lower prices and 
that the forward sales are smaller 
than for many years at fhis season. 
For some reason the unsettlement in 
Europe is less seriously regarded than 
for some time but the export demand 
is still poor and the foreigners who 
are able to buy seem determined to 
pursue a hand to mouth policy at the 
current level of prices. 

But the tone of the domestic dry 
goods market is improving. There 
is more activity and the mills have 
ceased to complain of their inability 
to sell their product. It is therefore 
reasonable to conclude that they will 
buy freely if the Washington figures 
ccnfirm the private reports of. damage 
that are now being made public. 

As a generalization it may be said 
that the popular crop estimate at 
present would probably average about 
10,750,000 bales. 

This supply is so manifestly inad- 
equate for the world’s needs that it 


advance that would still’ further re- 
duce consumption. 

There is no indication that 25 
cents for cotton would bring about 
the necessary reduction but spinners 
are skeptical and they will not buy 
at above 25 cents without some fur- 
ther evidence that the crop is as short 
as alleged. 

A waiting, nervous and _ hesitant 
market is therefote to be expected 
until August 31, when the next gov- 
ernment report will be published.

the market. 

Offerings generally were well ab- 
sorbed, losses of 1 to 2 points being 
substantially reduced in the closing 
dealings when a fair sized rally was 
stagedl, under the leadership of the 
independent steel and leather shares. 
The so-called pivotal stocks, United 
States Steel, Baldwin, Studebaker, 
American Woolen and American Can, 
all closed at net losses of a point or 
less. 

Another cut of 25 cents a barrel in 
the price of Gulf Coast Crude Oil, 
with reports that it would be follow- 
ed by another reductton in the mid- 
continent price and lower raw and re- 
fined sugar prices, had a somewhat 
pessimistic effect om sentiment. An- 
other of Wall street’s dividend ru- 
mors canfe true today when the direc- 
tors of the Hudson Motor Car declar- 
ed a quaxterly payment of 75 cents, 
placing the stock on a $3 annual ba- 
sis aS against $2 heretofore. 

While the stock market continued 
to ignore developments abroad, Wall 
street was inclined to look upon Pre- 
mier Poincare’s Sunday speech as 
conciliatory in tone, and the German 
chancellor's expected reply is await- 
ed with great interest.

New Orleans, Aug. 20.—Values 
were ‘supported in the cotton market 
today by highly unfavorable crop ac- 
counts over private wires from nearly 
all sections of the belt, these accounts 
more than offsetting the effect of the 
rainfall reported here and there in the 
western belt.

Georgia Farmer Perfects' 


Winter Legume. 


A Georgia farmer—J. Lindsay 
Johnson, Jr., of Rome—is rapidly 
gaining a national reputation as a 
It comes about from a 
winter bean, and “makes hay and 
blooms while snow falls,’ to use Mr. 
Johnson's own words. 

The bean, it appears, introduced by 
Mr. Johnson, after experimenting for 
severla years, is said to be different 
from all other legumes known to ‘the 
south. But it is not confined te 
southern states. It can be grown in 
any part of the country. Mr. John- 
son told officials of the agricultural 
department that recently farmers in 
the state of Wishington and Massa- 
chusetts had produced crops from his 
seed and a number of them report that 
their climate is ideal for the plant. 

The bean is both a table delicacy 
and a stock food. It is shown that 
the food value is almost as great as 
cotton seed meal. One peck of the 
beans is equal to five pecks of corn. 
Many growers point out: that the 
fertilizer value of the bean is in- 
estimable. It is said to grow while 
other food crops sleep. It matures 
in the spring, producing food for man 
and beast. The bean was found by 
Mr. Johnson's late father while the 
latter was on consular business in 
Africa.
